The twentieth century meeting was 


in pursuance cf a resolution adopted 
by the general assembly at St, Louis 
last year. 
The program was laid 


down, in the resolution of the assem- 
bly. The first session began at 9:80 
o'clock. Long before that hour the 
parquet circle and 
galleries were 


crowded with an eager audience. 


The parquet was received for the 


coramssioners and alternates, and on 
the stage were seated the stpeakeis 
and specially invited guests, 


A prayer and praise service occu- 


pied the greater portion of the morn- 
lug session. A featuie of this cere- 
mony was a choir of 300 voices1 se- 
lected from the vaiious Presbyterian 
churches in Philadelphia.

gan with the singling of 'the loiig- 
meter doxblogjf1, "Praise God From 
Whom All Blessings tflow," which 
was- followed by an invocation by 
Rev. Dr. Minton, the new moderator. 


Addresses w&re made by Rev. Wil- 


lis G. Craig, D. B., Mi. D., of Chicago, 
who presented a review of the nine- 
teenth century, and Rev. Henry C. 
'McCook, D. D,, S. C. D., of this city, 
on 
"Progress of the Preribyteaian 


Chu'.ch iu the Nineteenth Century," 


During the course of his remarks 


Dr. Craig said the world wide prob- 
lem of universal evangelization could 
only foe' solved when nations were 
brought into contact with each other, 


"We must annihilate distance," he 


said; "we must subjugate nature and 
come face to face with the people 
whom we expect to convert." 


Rev. Dr. McCook7s- address was 


principally a history of the Presby- 
terian church. 
In speaking of the 


doctrine of predestination he referred 
touchingly to Mrs. IMcKinley. 
He 


stated that President' McKinley, on 
meeting a member of the revision 
committee, remarked to the latter: 


"So you are going to revise your 


confession of faith;" to which the 
committeemali replied: 
"We are go- 


ing to consider tOitf question*" 


"Well," responded the president, <

hope you -won't revise out of it the 
doctrine of predestination." 


"Let us hope," said Dr, McCook 


"that as our beloved president sits 
by the bedside of the noble woman 
whom he wedded in a Buckeye Pres- 
byterian church, this goodly doctrine 
may be a comfort !to him, .whatever 
the issue, and that he may say with 
resignation: 
4lfot my will, but Thine 


be done.' "

GIVES 
OPINION 


GOVERNMENT 
SHOULD CON- 


FORM TO CONSTITUTION. 


Concerning Political and Commercial 


Future He is Beticient—In 


No Fear of Life, 


Manila, May 17,—Aguinaldo, in. an 
nterview with the correspondent of 
;he Associated Press 
today, ex- 


pressed the opinion that the Ameri- 
can government of the Philippines, in 
order to be unquestionably satisfac- 
;ory, should confoim strictly to the 
jonstitution. 
Asked whether he con- 


sidered the Filipinos capable of exer- 
cising all the privileges guaranteed 
by a liberal interpretation and appli- 
cation of the constitution, he declined 
to express ah opinion, 


Concerning the political and com- 


mercial future of the archipelago, 
Aguinaldo was reserved. He said it 
was hardly time to discuss it, while 
in what he considered to be captivity. 
The military officials say he is kept 
guarded principally for his own pro- 
tection. 


Aguinaldo says that he knows of 


no enemies, needs no protection and 
is willing to go out unattended if 
permitted to do so. 
He is pleased 


with the municipal law conferring 
full local self-government. 


Concerning the provincial law, by 


which the governor only is an slec* 
tive officer, Aguinaldo was uncom- 
municative. 


It is not expected that Aguinaldo 


will continue to be prominent in Phil 
ippine affairs, though his friends con- 
cede his 
exceptional abilities for 


leadership. 


Next week the balance of the First

missing from his home in Hazel ton 
since April 28. 


The first alarm was sent out on May 


8 and the second yesterday, and de- 
;ectives from, the Central office have 
been quietly searching the hotels and 
hospitals in this city for the mission 
clergyman. 


'Police Captain Donohue, after ex- 


amining the body, the rooms and ef- 
fects of the dead man, sent out a gen- 
eral alarm lor the apprehension of 
Stanley. 


STANLEY AmEOTBD, 


Shortly after midnight Stanley was 


seen walking through Fiftieth street. 
When he came to the corner of Ninth 
avenue, half a block from his apart- 
ments, he stopped. A policeman saw 
him. 
Stanley saw the policeman at 


the same moment and at once turned 
and walked rapidly through Fiftieth 
street towards Eighth avenue. 
The 


policeman ran after (him, and touch- 
ing him on the shoulder, said the cap 
tain desired to see him. 
Stanley ac- 


companied the policeman, and when 
he reached the 
station house was 


taken at once to Captain Donohu*'s 
private office. 
He and the captain 


were closeted togethei fox more than 
an hour. 
The captain then took 


Stanley before Seigeant Shibley and 
told the sergeant to lock him up 


The prisoner seemed to be suffering 


from the effects of drink or 'drugs 
His manner was that of a man who 
was badly dazed.

underneath it, which, consequently, 
could be used again, and just as often 
as it was protected by the transpar- 
ent paper. 
The trick was- so easy 


that anyone could do it, all that Was 
necessary be'ing to see that the trans- 
parent paper was .gummed 
evenly 


over the stamp. 
After it ha'd passed. 


through the mails it was easy to re- 
move the paper by holding it for a 
minute or two over strain. 


Thousands C'f letters stamped in 


this manner Imve recently, it is said, 
passed through the miails in Belgium,

Tho late Geti. George B. McClellan, 


XT. S, A,, is credited -with haviirg 
made the statement many years ago 
that the sinking of clams into the 
sand along the ocean shore by closing 
their shells and ejecting the water 
from them in a thin stream, first sug- 
gested to him the use of the water 
jet as an aid in sinking piles in sand. 
At any rate, as long ago as 1852 a 
water jet was so^ used, by General 
MoClellan's advice, in putting down 
the piles for a wharf and warehouse. 
Water was forced through an ordi- 
nary rubber hose, <with a piece of gas 
pipe on, the end of the nozzle.

pile on the bottom, the jet of water 
scoring the sand away from the pile 
and making a hole, in which the pile 
sunk rapidly.

DUTIES OF GENERAL MANAGER. 


General Manager L. E. Johnson, of 


the Norfolk and Western, in the 
course of an address to the students 
of Purdue University, spoke as fol- 
lows of the duties of a general man- 
ager: 


"It is the work of detail, the care 


of little things, that makes success 
in railroad business and -a profit to 
the railroad. 
In most callings in 


life, wlien men reach an eminent po- 
sition they can discard Small matters 
as trifling, but in the railroad man- 
ager's life 'there is no matter so small 
as to be trifling. 
The lawyer can 


confine himself to great case,s; the 
doctor can make himself a specialist, 
but the railroad manager of equal 
eminence, all of his life, has to give 
the -same attention to little matters 
as to great. 
With most people, mills 


is simply a naime used in the decimal 
system of money, but to the railroad^ 
manager they are of daily and con- 
stant use in actual calculations, 
It 


is not with him how many cents 01 
dollars, but how many mills per ton- 
mile he can earn. And it has seemed 
to ine that all of this should be a les- 
son to young men, in teaching them 
that in the order of nature, there is 
nothing that is unimportant, and if 
they expect to obtain eminence and 
success, they must realise that how- 
ever mean an'd little and insignifi- 
cant affairs may seem, they deserve 
the same engaging, patient attention 
as those that appear great and glori 
ous iii the eyes of the world. What 
ever you do, do thoroughly. 
In this 


age of specialties the man who is 
merely superficial and cares aiot foi 
details will be crushed and under- 
trodden. 
If you will think of a tree 


with tlnee large roots, and each of 
those roots spreading into other 
roots, and they in turn being broken 
up until thousands of small branches 
permeate/ all the ground about, yon 
will have a fair picture of the or- 
ganization of a great railway. 
Th« 


three main roots we Ivill call traffic, 
operation and finance; each tributary 
to the same trunk, but each going in 
different directions, and each sup- 
plied by different sources. 
To drop 


the metaphor and take these separate- 
ly, the operating of a railroad is that 
department wfliioh has charge of the 
movement of trains; this involves the 
care of the track, bridges, builtiings, 
telegraph lines, yards and depots, 
etc, 
The traffic department is thai 


which provides1 freight and passen- 
gers, and thus the revenue upon 
which the road is dependent for it-- 
life; and the finance department, a<- 
the name implies, takes care of the 
enormous system of (bookkeeping and 
accounts that is involved in thfc 
proper running of such a corpora- 
tion."

OF THE PRESIDENT. 


PLEA 
FOR 
PREDESTINATION 


REV. HENRY C. MINTON MADE 


MODERATOR. 


Philadelphia, Pa., 
May 17.—Al- 


though it has been 
for years the 


custom of the Presbyterian general 
assembly to begin the real business 
sessions of the meeting on Friday 
following the opening day, an inno- 
vation, was introduced this year in 
the form of a twentieth century cele- 
bration in the Academy of Music. 


Today was devoted exclusively to a 


proper observance of the occasion and 
prominent 
ministers 
and laymen 


from all sections of the country par- 
ticipated in the exercises incident to 
the -celebration. 


The twentieth century meeting was 


in pursuance cf a resolution adopted 
by the general assembly at St. Louis 
last year. 
The prog-ram "was laid 


down in the resolution of the assem- 
bly. 
The first session began at 9:30 


o'clock. Long before thnt hour the 
parquet circle and 
galleries 
were 


crowded with an eager audience. 


The parquet was -reserved for the 


commssioners and alternates, and on 
the stage were sea fed the speakeiij 
and specially invited guests. 


A prayer and praise service occu- 


pied the greater portion of the morn- 
ing- session. A feature of this cere- 
mony was a choir of 300 voices se- 
lected from the various Presbyterian 
churches in Philadelphia. 


John H. Converse, LL. J)., of this 


city, -presided. 
The celebration be- 


gan with the sing'ing of 'the long- 
meter doxology, "Praise God From 
•Whom All Blessings Flow," which 
was followed by an invocation by 
Rev. Dr. Minton, the new moderator. 


Addresses were made by Rev. Wil- 


lis G. Craig, D. D., LL. D., of Chicago, 
who presented a review of the nine- 
teenth century, and Rev. Heniy C. 
McCook, D. D., S. C. D., of this city, 
on 
"Progress of the -Presbyterian 


Church in the Nineteenth Century." 


During the course of Ms remarks 


Dr. Craig said the world wide prob- 
lem of universal evangelization could 
only be solved when nations were 
brought into contact with each other. 


"We must annihilate distance," he 


said; "we must subjugate nature and 
come face to face with the people 
whom we expect to convert.'* 


Rev. Dr. McCook's address was 


principally a history of the Presby- 
terian church. 
In speaking- of the 


doctrine of predestination he referred 
touchingly to Mrs. McKinley. 
He 


stated that President' McKinley, on 
meeting a member of the revision 
committee, remarked to the latter: 


"So you are going to revise your 


confession of faith;" to which the 
convmitteenrau replied: 
"We are go- 


ing to consider the question." 


"Well," responded the president, ''I 


hope you won't revise out of it the 
doctrine of predestination." 


"Let us hope," said Dr. McCook. 


'•that as our beloved president sits 
by the bedside of the noble woman 
whom he wedded in a Buckeye Pres- 
byterian church, this goodly doctrine 
may be a comfort to him, .whatever 
the issue, and that he may say with 
resignation: 'Not my will, but Thine 
be done.' "

Rapids on the democratic ticket in 
1890, and served two years. At the 
beginning of President Cleveland's 
second term Mr. Uhl was appointed 
assistant secretary o! state and dur- 
ing part of his incumbency he was In 
charge of the department. 


President Cleveland later offered 


Mr. Uhl the post of ambassador to 
Germany and it was accepted, Mi-. 
Uhl serving until President McKih- 
ley appointed his successor.

jiirty in the campaign of 'S6. .This 
greatly affected his party standing in 
Grand Rapids and when he returned 
homo from Germany he retired from 
politics.

DUTIES OF GENERAL MANAGEB.
